L ast week, The Na- 
tional ENQUIRER 
launched a multipart 
series written exclu- 
sively for our read- 
ers by Donald Trump.

troubled. There 
were 800 vacant 
apartments, and the 
developers had gone 
under. But it gave u 
a terrific opportunity. We 
paid less than $6 million for a 
development which had cost 
twice that much to build just 
two years earlier. 

After we negotiated the 
deal I learned from my father 
that success was a matter of 
management and marketing. 
The challenge was to get the 
place rented to good tenants 
who would stay there. 

The first thing we did was 
invest in beautiful white shut- 
ters. That may not sound like 
much, but the shutters gave a 
bunch of cold red brick build- 
ings a feeling of warmth. We 
painted the hallways, sanded 
and stained the floors, kept 
the vacant apartments im- 
maculately clean, and land- 
scaped the grounds. We also 
ran beautiful newspaper ads. 

People came to check us 
out, and within a year, the 
buildings were 100 percent 


rented! I put the 
apartments up 
for sale, and the 
Prudent Real Es- 
tate Investment Trust 
bought them for $12 mil- 
lion - or approximately a $6 
million profit for us. It was a 
huge return on a short-term 
investment. 

After finishing college in 
1968, I moved back home 
and went to work full-time 
for my father’s building busi- 
ness in Queens and Brook- 
lyn. But I soon realized that 
the profit margins were so 
low you had no choice but 
to pinch pennies, and there 
was no room for luxuries. 

I entertained loftier 
dreams. And there was no 
way to implement them 
building houses in the out- 
er boroughs. Manhattan is 
where I wanted to be. ne

A S THE final seconds 
tick away before his

IN THE MEANTIME, Glossip 
spends the last days before 
he’ll be strapped to a gur- 
ney and wheeled into the 
death chamber confined to a 
cramped concrete cell in front 
of a flickering television in 
McAlester, Okla. 

He was moved to the Okla- 
homa State Penitentiary’s grim 
H-Unit, which houses Death 
Row, on Aug. 15, and sits just 
yards from the room where he 
will breathe his last.

In the wake of his interview 
with Bucktin, on assignment 
for The Mirror newspaper, 
Glossip can now only receive 
limited visits from family, cler- 
gy and lawyers.

been dreading his execution 
since he was first jailed in 1998. 

“It was a bizarre and deeply 
disturbing experience - and 
helped me understand why 
campaigners like Sarandon 
are fighting to save this man’s 
life,” Bucktin said. 

GLOSSIP WAS convicted of 
first-degree murder for order- 
ing the hit that killed his boss 
- based on the testimony of 
the man who actually commit- 
ted the murder. 

Justin Sneed, a handyman at 


the hotel where the two men 
worked, was able to avoid ex- 
ecution himself by cutting a 
deal with the state and finger- 
ing Glossip. 

When Sneed was 19, he 
confessed to police that on 
the morning of Jan. 6, 1997, 
he beat Barry Van Treese to 
death, claiming Glossip put 
him up to it. 

However, there is no physi- 
cal evidence corroborating 
Sneed’s story. 

"When Glossip shuffled in, 
hands shackled, bent at the 


waist and wearing prison- 
issue clothing, he didn’t look 
like the heinous individuals 
sharing death row with him,” 
Bucktin said. 

While he seemed defeated 
by the judicial system, Glossip 
showed little fear to our re- 
porter, stunning Bucktin with 
his final pronouncement of 
innocence.

“laryngoscopies” were per- 
formed on Joan, although 
Dr. Cohen had insisted to 
investigators that only one “la- 
ryngoscopy” was performed. 

It was after the third - and 
last - procedure that Joan’s 
heart stopped beating, and 
she slipped into the coma from 
which she never recovered. 

DR. WECHT TOLD The 

ENQUIRER the medical ex- 
aminer’s office should have 
overruled the family’s deci- 
sion not to have an autopsy 
performed because of their 
Jewish faith. 

“I question why the medi- 
cal examiner acquiesced into 
going along with the family’s 
request, especially when you 
have a death occurring like 
this in an unexpected nature 
during elective surgery,” he 
said. “This is a case where an 
autopsy has to be done!” 

He pointed to the fact that 
doctors pumped 120 mg of the 
powerful anesthetic propofol 
into Joan. “That’s a lot of pro- 
pofol,” he told The ENQUIRER. 

“Propofol was one of 
the drugs involved in Mi- 
chael Jackson’s death, and 
I believe that really gets to

the matter of the case.” 

In another disturbing twist, 
data logs from the anesthe- 
sia monitor used on Joan - a 
Mindray Datascope Passport 
V - are mysteriously missing, 
and would have contained cru- 
cial information!

Yorkville Endoscopy to turn 
over those data logs during its 
investigation. 

But Tricia Dougherty, di- 
rector of operations for the 
clinic, told the M.E. that not 
only were the files deleted fol- 
lowing Joan’s procedure, but 
the device was sent to “out- 
side IT consultants two days 
after” the surgery to fix a “per- 
sistent software error.” 

The M.E. noted in his report 
that “the device used during 
the procedure was not seques- 
tered after the procedure,” 
allowing the center to conduct 
the mysterious software fix. 

“This has nonsense written 
all over it,” Danno told The 
ENQUIRER. 

“Let’s say Joan didn’t die. 
Then it’s ridiculous to sug- 
gest those data logs would

have been deleted because 
that data is the very reason 
you’re doing the procedure to 
begin with. 

“The data would be reviewed 
by another doctor to make 
sure things went well. 

“The data would also be 
kept for insurance purposes. 
Unless, of course, the center 
reviewed the data and real- 
ized, ‘We screwed up. Let’s get 
rid of this evidence before the 


authorities ask for it.’” 

Indeed, it wasn’t until Sept. 
18, or two full weeks after 
Joan’s death, that the M.E. 
asked for the data logs, ac- 
cording to the files obtained 
by The ENQUIRER. 

Danno added: “The center 
sent the machine out for re- 
pair? Give me a break! That 
machine should have been 
tagged for evidence and sent 
to the M.E.’s office since a per- 
son died. 

“It was evidence of a pos- 
sible crime. You just don’t say, 
‘I’m going to randomly send 
it out to IT people for a data 
scrubbing.’ 

“To me, the M.E. should have 
gone to the center, sealed off 
the room and taken control 
of all the equipment. But they 
didn’t, so it gave the center a 
huge opportunity to clean up 
the mess.” 

JOAN’S DAUGHTER, Melissa, 
sued the clinic and doctors in 
January, declaring: “The level 
of medical mismanagement, 
incompetency, disrespect 
and outrageous behavior is 
shocking and, frankly, almost 
incomprehensible.” 

According to the reports, 
Joan’s doctors “failed to iden- 
tify deteriorating vital signs,” 
and committed fatal errors 
while trying to revive her. 

Renowned defense attor- 
ney Tony Brooklier told The 
ENQUIRER: “There’s certainly 
enough; the Manhattan Dis- 
trict Attorney is likely taking a 
very serious look at it.” 

Michael Cardoza, a defense 
attorney who has tried over 40 
murder trials, added: “There 
certainly should be an inves- 
tigation into whether this is 
criminal negligence!”

LAST MOMENTS 

BEFORE SHE 


F OR the first time, The National ENQUIRER can reveal the 
minute-by-minute breakdown of the botched medical 
procedure that took the life of beloved comedian Joan 
Rivers. According to documents from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services and the New York City 
Medical Examiner’s Office, here is the tragic timeline on Aug. 
28, 2014: 

9:09 a.m. THE KNOCKOUT DRUG 

Joan is given the 100 milligrams of the powerful drug propofol. 

9:09-9:15 a.m. CAMERA DOWN THROAT, MORE DRUGS 

A thin tube with a lighted camera is passed through her nose, 
down her throat and larynx to view the upper digestive tract. 
She’s given an additional 20 mgs of propofol. 

9:15-9:28 a.m. EARLY SIGNS OF DANGER 

Several biopsies of the esophagus are taken and the tube is 
removed. Joan begins to have trouble breathing. 

9:28 a.m. PANIC AS SHE BEGINS HEART ATTACK 

A second tube (or laryngoscope) is shoved down her throat 
and she begins to go into full cardiac arrest. 

9:30 a.m. DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO SAVE HER 

The tube is removed and cardiopulmonary resuscitation is 
performed. 


9:38 a.m. SHOCK TO THE SYSTEM 

Joan is given 1 mg of adrenaline (epinephrine). 

10:00 a.m. BROUGHT BACK TO ‘LIFE’ 


Joan is resuscitated. 


10:04 a.m. RUSHED TO HOSPITAL

posting on Facebook and 
sending emails asking peo- 
ple to sign a petition to stop 
the execution. Susan said: 
“Rather than accept a life 
sentence in exchange for a 
guilty plea, he put his faith in 
justice - and justice let him 
down.” 

Susan appeared on “Dr. 
Phil” to put pressure on Gov- 
ernor Fallin, who has the 
authority to delay the execu- 
tion by 60 days. 

“Fallin argued that (Glossip) 
had two trials and appeals 
and a full clemency board 
hearing (all) ruling his convic- 
tion and sentencing are just,” 
said Susan. “But her argu- 
ment is grossly inaccurate.”
